P ort T ownsend, May 25th.—[By Postal 
Telegraph.]—The revenue cutter Oliver 
Wolcott, Captain Glover, returned to-day 
after an unsuccessful search for the crew of 
the ship St. Stephens, which was ascer­ 
tained to have been wrecked on a reef off 
Cape Cook on April 9th. The vessel was 
loaded with 2.200 tons of coal from Seattle 
for San Francisco. The Wolcott arrived 
at Ququoquo Sound on Monday, where an 
Indian village is located. They reported 
that during a heavy southwest gale on the 
night of April 9lh, the ship encountered a 
reef which exists oil the entrance of this 
Sound, and next morning only a portion 
of her hull was visible. 
Three' W hitehall 
boats were washed ashore, two of which 
were badly stove in. The third was un­ 
injured, and is now being used by the In ­ 
dians. A compass case containing the pri­ 
vate correspondence of Captain Douglas, of 
the St. Stephens, theship’s accounts, stor, s, 
pictures belonging to the Captain's daugh­ 
ter, also some domestic geese, came ashore 
on April 18th. 
Not the slightest indica­ 
tions couid be obtained of Captain Doug­ 
lass or the crew.'.They must have undoubt­ 
edly perished while endeavoring to leave 
the vessel,and the strong current which pre­ 
vails along the entire western coast of Van­ 
couver Island has carried their bodies north 
along a desolate and uninhabited coast. 
The brig North Star, which sailed on 
March 30th from Seattle for San Diego, 
loaded with lumber, was found on Portland 
Point, the hull being in a good condition, 
and keel up. 
The brig Irene was next found on Hes- 
quit Point. 
During the voyage from Cape Cook to 
Cape Beale thirty wrecks were found, some 
<>t which have been there for years. The 
beach is covered with new lumber. A re­ 
ward of $1.000 for information of the crow 
of the St. Stephens was freely oilered to 
the Indians, who exerted themselves won­ 
derfully to obtain any information concern­ 
ing the crew of the St. Stephens, but with­ 
out success.

In consequence of this the 
California fruit is assuming a firmer tone, 
and it is thought prices will advance to 
some extent. 
^ California lemons are slow and sell for 
$2 50 per box, while other varieties sell for 
from $1 to $1 50 higher per box, on account 
of their better quality. 
California apricots were put on the m ar­ 
ket here for the first time on Monday, at 
prices ranging from $3 to$3 50 a box to 
start on, and now they sell lower, at $2 50 
@$3 per twenty-pound box. 
Cherries are in fair supply, with a lim ­ 
ited demand. 
Sales are slow, especially of 
ordinary stock, and those on the m arket 
arc rather common. The California va­ 
riety of that fruit is quite plentiful, and 
prices are easy. Ten-pound boxes of black 
Tartarians are¡ sold at $2@$2 50 per box, 
and white sweet at $2 50@$3. Some in 
poor order ranged down to $1 (a, $1 25.

P a r i s , May 25th.—The Opera Comique 
took fire this evening, and the whole build­ 
ing is now wrapped in llames. Several 
persons were injured. 
Fourteen persons 
who jum ped from windows are dead, and 
45 injured. Probably many were crushed 
to death in the galleries, but at present th¡3 
is uncertain. 
• 
The fire broke out during the first act of 
tbe opera of “Mignon.” One]of the wings 
caught fire from a gas jet. and the entire 
stage was immediately enveloped in flames. 
The fire soon spread to the whole house. 
Madame Mergvillier and Mines. Tasquim 
and Bernard were on the stage when the 
fire broke out. All the actors ran out in 
their stage costumes. The audience got 
out easily, but the gas was turned oil' be­ 
fore all left the building, and it was feared 
that some were left in the upper tiers. The 
roof soou fell in, sending showers ot sparks 
as far as Place de la Bourse. 
W ith the exception of Madame Sellier, 
who 
perished, all the actors escaped, 
though a number were seriously injured. 
Five bodies terribly burnt were conveyed 
to the National Library, among them being 
the body of a woman clasping a little boy 
iu her arms. 
The money receipts were saved. The 
firemen showed the greatest courage. 
M. 
Goblet and Thibaun were on tbe spot soon 
after tbe lire started and remained through­ 
out with the fire officials. The Military 
Club rendered great assistance in the work, 
resisting the crowding of people toward 
the building. 


NINETEEN PERSONS ARE KNOWN TO UE DEAD. 
Many of these, it is supposed, were 
killed by the artificial tire aparatus which 
had been placed in position in readiness 
tor the burning of the palace in the second 
act, and which rolled down from its place 
near the roof and exploded below. 
Women half clad and carrying their 
costumes tied from the stage screaming.

ment of the war, every man of whom was 
tested as to his correctness and precision of 
aim before being admitted to the organiza­ 
tion.

In doing so the San Francisco 
private corporation, with gross indifference 
to its obligations, violated an understand­ 
ing arrived at a year ago jointly with the 
San Francisco Hoard of Trade, the Sacra­ 
mento Board of Trade and the State Board 
of Agriculture, that after the exhibition of 
18<Sti there should he no conflict of dates 
between the two fairs. 
In the face of this agreement, the Sau 
h ranciscosyndicate has industriously placed 
its dates early and late, preventing the 
possibility of exhibitors attending with 
their exhibits at both places.

THE MEETISG LAST NIGHT 


The meeting of citizens last night was 
representative-of ail the better elements of 
the city. 
The sentim ent was unanimous 
that the time had come for organization 
and activity in locally improving and in 
filling up our suburban country. 
There 
were expressions in variety as to needs, 
and quite as many means of responding 
to them suggested. 
But the one thing essential bo do in the 
outset was done, the appointment of a 
committee of 
twenty-six 
to formulate 
plans for organization, and also to examine 
and handle the im portant question of pro­ 
moting the immediate interests of the city 
and 
suburbs. 
The committee should 
meet 
at 
once; 
hear 
a 11 
suggest­ 
ions 
in 
detail 
th at 
-the 
people 
may desire to m ake; formulate its con­ 
clusions into plans, and then secure, create, 
command active eflort to put them into 
operation. They must not go about beg­ 
ging and soliciting; let them resolve, with 
the determination of men, that the things 
needed shall be done—and they will be. 
W e believe the committee will act 
promptly, in this spirit, and with due de­ 
liberation. It has in its hands a great trust, 
and upon the discharge of it very much 
depends. 
It has the power to organize ef­ 
fort, to utilize the sentim ent of the people 
in favor of spirit and “ push ” in settling 
our suburbs and of improvement w ithin 
the city limits, 
it ought to be able to 
meet early and to take up its im portant 
work promptly. 
The tide of prosjierity is rising, and we 
must ride upon its topmost wave now or be 
left behind. 
All we need is energy, union 
of eflort, ability to rise superior to trifles, 
and the desired ends can lie accomplished. 
There is 110 time to talk about impedi­ 
ments ; to moan about debt and taxation. 
The way to get rid of the one and reduce 
the other is to do all that can be done to 
inject new blood into the community veins, 
and to utilize the public spirit now mani­ 
fest for the advancement of the city. 
L et the dead past bury its dead ; it is 
the future that concerns us. 
T hat will lie 
what we make it, and no community in all 
the State has more or better natural ad­ 
vantages or broader or better base for 
operation than that of Sacramento. 
\\ e must not labor and worry about 
causes of i l l ; what we want is results of 
good, and the way to the very best within 
the city is to fill up the region without the 
city. 
Marry land and water ; prepare the way 
for those who want to be small, inde­ 
pendent land-owners; invite home-buiid- 
ing by making it better and cheaper than 
renting, and we will bring the “boom” so 
suddenly and completely as to shake the 
dry bones in the vaHey of doubt and ob­ 
struction, and relegate silurians to their 
prehistoric age. 


The meeting was called to order by the 
Chairman of the County Board ol Super 
visors. Dr, F . F. Tebbets, who placed in 
nom ination for Chairman of the meeting 
Eugene J. Gregory, who was unanimously 
elected. 
Mayor Gregory, in assuming the duties 
of the chair, said : 
Gentleman: The object o i this meeting is to 
consider th e advisability of forming an organ­ 
ization for the promotion of eitv im provements 
and tiie advancem ent of local interests. In 
order toexqiedUe m atters, the first business, be­ 
fore entering into discussion of the m erits of the 
various objects lor which this m eeting was 
called, w ill be the selection of a com petent 
Committee of A rrangem ents, w ith power to act, 
that they may form ulate such plans lor success­ 
ful progress as the occasion and the general sit­ 
uation may require. 
I believe the tim e has come for the signifi­ 
cance aud weight of the word ** boom ’’ to be 
dem onstrated. 
.1 edging from the pulse of every 
loyal citizen of the Capital City, sucii m ust he 
the case, and all that is now required is a con­ 
centration of effort, a com bination of that push 
and energy, such as has heretofore character­ 
ized tbe average Sacram entan. 
We have been shown in Los Angeles a lesson 
of energy aud pluck that should be our pride 
to im itate, especially when we consider the 
comparison of resources between the northern 
aud southern sections of tlie State, a com pari­ 
son showing tiie advantages to be widely in our 
favor; yet, to our Los Angeles brethren we are 
in a great m easure indebted for our share of the 
benefits attained by the increased tide of im m i­ 
gration to California in 18S6 and 1887. 
It is not the purpose of this m eeting to discuss 
local issues at present, but, as before stated, to 
arrive at some definite plan of action whereby 
an organization may be effected for the perm a­ 
nent welfare of the city, with the hope- and ex­ 
pectation that the proposed organization will 
consist only of m en who will put th eir best 
energies forward in the m arch of Improvement. 
This is a m atter of great im portance to our 
city interests, as it blurs directly u]K>n every 
i.-sue w herein the city is a factor, including the 
bonded indebtedness, im provement of streets 
and highways, trade expunsiou, stim ulation of 
m anufacturing and other enterprises, encour­ 
agement of every proposed m ethod for advanc­ 
ing the general public interests—to virtually 
live and work in the future of Sacramento. 
E. \V. MasSin was elected Secretary. 
Mayor Gregory called upon Dr. G. L. 
Simmons for a few remarks. 
Dr. Simmons said he did not expect 10 
be called upon at the beginning of the 
meeting, and he hardly knew its full ofi- 
ject unless it was to advance the material 
interests of the city. He had iong been a 
citizen of Sacramento and felt as much as 
any one the need of city improvements. 
We need to take steps to increase our pop­ 
ulation, do that which will bring us the 
wealth which has been going past our doors 
seeking homes and investments in the 
southern and less favored portion of our 
Slate.

WHAT THE WATER ROUTES WANT. 


W hen an agent of the steamer lines be­ 
tween New \ urk and San Francisco ap­ 
peared before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in April, protesting that the 
long and short haul clause should not be 
suspended for the Pacific roads, he jiut it 
upon the ground, not th at the railroads 
were conveying goods at a high rate to the 
Pacific slope, not that they were exacting 
extortionate charges, but that they were 
carrying freights too loin. 
Ife wanted a 
stop put to that. The granting of his re­ 
quest, therefore, would amount to just this, 
th at consumers upon the Pacific coast 
would he compelled to pay more for the 
carriage of goods than under the reign of 
competition, that ocean lines m ight enjov 
an exclusive privilege. T hat is to say, the 
railroads would be forced to ¡iut up rates, 
that the carriers by water might be assured 
the privilege of charging more than the 
railroads are perm itted to ask. 
If there 
were no law upon the subject it is clear 
that competition would alone govern the 
lreight tariii. 
It is, therefore, really op­ 
posed to the beneficent influence of com­ 
petition that the interstate law was passed 
It is a dangerous advance in paternalism, 
the erection of a tariff harrier at every 
State line, a means of taxing the consum­ 
ers of the country for the benefit of trade 
centers and carriers, an agency for destroy­ 
ing the sentiment of unity between the 
people of the several States, and a power­ 
ful influence in promulgating the vicious 
doctrine of interstate protection. 
For all 
of which we have to thank a Democratic 
President, who, though a free trader, and 
professing friendship for the firmest possi­ 
ble union of the States, weakly approved 
the Act that brought these ills upon the 
country, and that has so rudely interrupted 
the currents of trade. 


BUNCOMBE ECONOMY. 


It is hum iliating in th e extrem e to all 
Americans that, with money surplus stored 
in its vaults, the Government of the 
I nited States has been forced to appeal to 
the Associated Press to furnish it results 
of independent nieterological observations 
in order that the Signal Service Bureau 
may he maintained. 
It is all due to the 
niggardliness of the Democratic House of 
Representatives, which refused to make 
appropriations sufficient to m aintain the 
Signal Service arm of the Government at 
the standard point of efficiency. 
Accord­ 
ingly, the Cliiet Signal officer has appealed 
to the newspapers to help the service out 
of its dilemma. 
For one reason wc could 
hope that the press would decline, for it is 
desirable th at the Democratic economic 
folly shall be laid bare before the people. 
But, on the other hand, the Signal Service 
of such value to the whole country that 
it will lie little less than calamitous if it 
should tail to advise the (teople, as in the 
past, of nieterological phenomena and 
probabilities. 
Oo the whole, therefore, as ! committee, 
the Superintendent of the Associated 
Press appeals to the agents and the press 
to rendor the assistance asked, from patri­ 
otic motives, we must hope th at they wiil 
comply and save a sting* adm inistration 
from the deserved consequences of its p::: - 


to t’alifornia in palace-cars. They are peo­ 
ple of wealth and culture, who are used to 
good society and pleasant surt roundings. 
To attract this class of im migrants we 
should use every effort to enhance the ap­ 
pearance of our city and m ake it as invit­ 
ing as possible. They come in the winter 
season in order to escape 
the 
rigor 
of those m onths in New England. So far 
those people have invariably gone south, 
from the very fact that the name Northern 
California is suggestive of cold, snow and 
ice. 
W hat do they find in winter in this 
city? Take a ride through our streets in 
winter and see if you think their muddy 
condition oil J and K is a credit to our peo­ 
ple or inviting to a stranger. This can and 
should be remedied. M street, upon which 
the State Capitol fronts, should he graveled 
aud improved, so that it could be traveled 
with ease and comfort in winter as well as 
I sum mer. The visitor should not be com­ 
pelled to view neglected gardens, walk 
over rickety sidewalks, n o F pass through 
muddy streets. The low lots in the south­ 
ern pxirtion of the city, that look like m a­ 
laria lireeding pools, should be filled up. 
It is painful to present those things to you, 
but it is only talking about those things 
and seeking to remedy these defects that 
wiil make our city th e ’most beautiful and 
attractive in the State of California. It 
costs no more to lay artificial-stone walks 
or gravel the streets here than it docs in 
Oakland or San Francisco. 
The doctor recently returned from a tour 
of the southern portion of the State, and 
spoke of the improvements made at Fasa- 
dena and other new towns. The streets 
were laid out and macadamized, sidewalks 
laid even before buildings were erected, tho 
people showing strangers that they them ­ 
selves- had faith in the future of their 
locality. A lack of apparent confidence in 
any comm unity in the future of their scc- 
tioh has a chilling effect upon those seek­ 
ing investments. In his opinion, he said, 
w hat this city must needs and should have 
at least by next year, was an abundantsup- 
ply ot clear mountain water. 
W hy has 
not this been done? I cannot answ er; I 
have no means of knowing. The people 
are all in favor of it. 
As a m atter of 
health aud economy it should be promptly 
done. 
I am with yon in every and any 
effort for the im provement of this city and 
its contributing suburbs. 
Frank Miller indorsed the remarks of 
Dr. Simmons. There could be many im ­ 
provements made in oar streets and side­ 
walks. The appearance of the business 
streets could be very much improved by 
doing away with the old-fashioned awn­ 
ing*. One thing that has worked against the 
city was the fact that her citizens in years 
past had no faith in her future, and refused 
to buy up indebtedness when it could have 
been done for .10 cents on the dollar, and 
let it go into the hands of outsiders. 
Col. Ed. R. Ham ilton was called upon. 
He said lie had presented his ideas of 
what was needed in the columns of the 
Recoed-Union. This meeting should ap­ 
point to perfect an organization, and pro­ 
ceed to carry out its objects in a business­ 
like manner. 
Mayor Gregory said that undet the Yroo- 
ntan Act, street work could nut be done 
where a majority of the property-ownprs 
protested. The Board of Trustees had 
proposed much needed work upon various 
streets, but the owners of property had re­ 
fused to give their sanction, and the work 
could not he done. 
Grove L. Johnson said that while he 
agreed w ith all that Dr. Simmons said, he 
hoped the reporters would not publish it. 
It was the rich men who should be stirred 
up, not the poor man. The men who own 
the property fronting upon the streets con­ 
trol all the improvements. 
Let us have a 
committee appointed composed of members 
who will see to it that the sidewalks 
and street improvements are made ; moral 
suasion can do a great deal with those men. 
It will not only m ake sidewalks and grav­ 
eled streets, but it will put down sewers. 
Let this committee raise a sum of money 
to advertise the city and assist in prostcu- 
ting these who disobey tbe city ordinances. 
Let them interview capitalists and secure 
foreign investments. I would suggest a 
committee of twentv-five members. Call 
tt a General Improvement Committee, 
with power to call meetings, stir up the 
street 
sprinklers, and 
help 
to boom 
things along generally. You can’t do 
anything 
without 
money, 
and 
it 
should 
be 
forthcoming. 
If 
this 
meeting is goad tor anything, if it means 
anything, let us have an organized com­ 
mittee. 
W ithout organization we can do 
nothing. Individual etlorts will accom­ 
plish but little. The papers will help us ; 
ihev are pushing ahead all they can. and 
with a unity of action 1 believe this move­ 
m ent will result in great good. The cement 
walks in southern cities, spoken of by L>r. 
Simmons, r.re laid down by men of wealth 
frotu the East. It is a speculation on 
their 
part, 
and 
they 
sell 
out 
to 
to the next mar. who comes along. 
We 
must interview this people and show them 
that theirs is a false economy; that in re­ 
fusing to make these needed improvements 
they stand iu their own light. I move 
that a committee of twenty-five beappoini- 


ous. H e was attached to Sacramento, and 
expected to live and die here. Another idea 
very generally prevailed, that Sacramento 
was the hottest place in theState. This was 
owing to the fact that for about two weeks 
in September the weather is very warm in 
this valley, and just at that timé our city 
is crowded with strangers in attendance 
on the State Fair. 
H e was in favor 
of the committee of twenty-live as pro­ 
posed by Mr. Johnson. Let this commit­ 
tee be subdivided in committees of five on 
streets, drives, sloughs, etc. 
We need im ­ 
provements in streets and sidewalks, and 
then we have the most beautiful city on 
the coast, and whose climate is the most 
salubrious and genial, take it one day by 
another, throughout the entire year. 
lie 
was iu favor of concrete sidewalks, and he 
believed this committee could do much to­ 
ward getting them put down throughout 
the city. W hen the stranger comes to our 
city aud 
goes 
out on O street, from 
Fourteenth to Seventeenth, sees those fine 
concrete sidewalks, fringed with lawns of 
blue-grass, 
the elegant residences, 
the 
beautiful yards, he exclaims, “ This is my 
idea of a paradise; here is where I should 
like to live.” 
I.et us make our entire city 
look beautiful, but for God’s sake, and for 
the sake of Sacramento, let’s hear no more 
about malaria, it is not here and never 
was here. 
I*r. Ira Oatman concurred in the remarks 
of Judge Armstrong. 
He said that no ma­ 
laria arose from China slough. The exha­ 
lations from that lake are as pure as the 
dews from heaven. 
David Lnbin, who has recently returned 
from a trip through the Eastern anil South­ 
ern States, by making comparisons, showed 
the superiority of our soil and climate. In 
\ irginia, Alabama, Ohio and Tennessee, 
the farmer had to earn his living on small 
holdings where the soil was only six inches 
in depth, while here we look with con­ 
tempt upon soil which lias a depth of less 
than three feet. 
We don’t want the palace- 
car im m igrant so much as we do the yeo­ 
manry. who will come among us to assimi­ 
late, carve out his home ami fortune 
among us. 
The object of this meeting 
he did not understand was to compel men 
to make better sidewalks nor clean up their 
streets, 
if they were law-abiding and 
good citizens they would do that anvway. 
H e regarded it a sa shame to call a'm ass 
meeting for any such purposes. 
W hat we 
should do is, compel, if possible, these big 
land-owners to dispose of their lands at 
fair prices. 
We are making money for 
them to-night. 
These large land-owners 
should be treated as enemies until they are 
willing to dispose of their lands to actual 
settlers for a reasonable price. [Applause.] 
It is a sham e that these men should 
be in our midst who keep from the 
public those large tracts, whose soil is 
the most fertile, in a climate the most 
glorious. All the advantages in this sec­ 
tion should be pointed out to the im m i­ 
grant, and he should be steered clear of the 
land-shark, who will treat him to a cigar 
and then swindle him out of all he has got. 
We should dive down deep in our pockets 
and raise $50,000 or $100,000 if necessary to 
carry out this movement. 
Mr. Lubin of­ 
fered a resolution to the effect that the citi­ 
zens guarantee to raise $25.000, provided 
the City Trustees would guarantee a like 
amount, which was carried. 
Dr. I>atham stated what had been done 
by the citizens of Oroville. They were 
imbued with the same spirit a3 those of 
the southern portion of theState. They 
had made improvements and spent thou­ 
sands of dollars the very statement of 
which made the “ silurians” 111 attendance 
at the meeting open their mouths in won­ 
derm ent. A town of 1,000 inhabitants in 
the foothills of Butte county had expended 
more money in inducing immigration in 
the last two years than had the citizens of 
the Capital city in the past thirty years. 
R. 1). Stephens indorsed everything that 
had been said by everybody. H e be­ 
lieved all were interested,’ and’ no matter 
how a person was pushing, if he only 
pushed ahead he was all right. 
He be­ 
lieved we could make those large tracts so 
valuable that the owners would have to 
sell them. This year Sacramento has a 
large crop, while in other sections, where 
lands rate twice as high, they have only a 
quarter of a crop. One field of 1,100 
acres of barley in this countv would 
this 
year 
yield 
eighty 
’ bushels 
to the acre, and the grain crop throughout 
this section was equally as good. This is a 
dry season—the driest in ’ thirteen years, 
and still we are not affected by it.’ The 
trouble with Sacramento people is, they 
want to make money too fast. One man 
is afraid to improve ids property for fear 
he wiil add six-bits to the- valuation of 
that of bis neighbors. 
V. S. McClatchy s p o k e against the evil ot 
large land holdings, and offered the follow­ 
ing : 
W h er ea s, The grow th and progress o ’ tiie 
city of Sacram ent 
and it- suburbs In vo Ik c 1 
for years chicle d by the fact that 11: the im m e­ 
diate vicinity are latge tracts of unim proved 
land, held by the owner- for selfish and specu­ 
lative purposes, and which they will neither 
properly improve them selves nor sell to actual 
settlers who would gladly do so ; and whereas, 
the holding of such trai ts in this m anner is 
unide possible by the failure of County Assessors 
and Boards of Equalization to perform their 
sworn duty and assess the land at its cash value 
under the Constitution, anil at the same rate as 
are asse-sed the sm all holdiugsof the poor m en 
adjoining; therefore 
Jtrsotral, T hat we solemnly protest, not only 
as a m atter of justice, but also ou the score of 
m unicipal and county policy, against this sys­ 
tem ot large unim proved land holdings which 
is fettering all progress, and we dem and that 
the action of comity officials w hich has m ade it 
possible shall cease. 
r.rsnlrcti. T hat we will individually and col­ 
lectively use all eudeavors to force the owners 
ol such large tracts of lands to bear their just 
shore of the expenses of county governm ent, 
based tqion the actual value of their land. 
Hr sot eat. T hat a com m ittee ol three responsi­ 
ble citizens, fam iliar w ith the value of lands in 
this county, be appointed to place a fair valua­ 
tion on the Norris and San .luiui Grants, and all 
sim ilar pieces of land w ithheld from public 
settlem ent, and report the same to the General 
Im provem ent Committee. 
Jlts dvtd. T hat the Im provem ent Committee of 
twenty-five appear before the Bo-rd of Super­ 
visors, sitting us a Board of Equalization, and 
dem and in the nam e o f the taxcavcrs aud in 
the interest of county progress, th at the assess­ 
m ent on these large tracts be raised in accord­ 
ance w ith the report of the V aluation Commit­ 
tee as indorsed by this body. 
Scsolveit, That we w ill in future support no 
e a 'didate for Assessor or Supervisor wbo does 
not by his u tton show him self thoroughly iu 
accord w ith the spirit of these resolutions. ’ 
The resolutions were adopted, and sub­ 
sequently the com m itteeof twenty-five was 
instructed to appoint the special committee 
of three provided for in the above. 
Dr. F. M. Shields was in favor of nar­ 
row cement walks in the subuibs instead 
of the wide, rotten, spongy mountain pine 
walks. 
He aiso thought the streets should 
be graveled in the center, not on tlie aides. 
This wouid lessen the expense and answer 
every purpose.

The San Francisco Call of yesterday re­ 
m arks : “ The action of Pete Sweeney in 
prohibiting Ilobertson from scoring, when 
he could have done so in Sacramento last 
Sunday, continues to be the principal topic 
discussed in baseball circles.

Steimel 
made this transfer sobs to have all his ob­ 
ligations in one m an’s right, and intended 
to take a trip for bis health, which had 
been somewhat shattered by over-indul­ 
gence in strong drink. 
It is said that his life is insured for about 
$11,000, but it has r.ot been yet ascertained 
in what companies or Orders, as his papers 
have not been examined. From his gen­ 
eral business qualities it is a great surprise 
to his friends that he would commit 
this fatal act. It was noticed on Tuesday- 
night, when 
he retired, that he was 
more than usually 
polite, and 
took 
particular occasion to bid each person 
present good-night, which fact was called 
to mind yesterday- when it was discovered 
that he was missing. Steimel was a Ger­ 
m an, aged about 47 years, and had been a 
resident of this city about seven years. He 
has a brother in the southern part of the 
State. There was found on his person 
$105 (55, doubtless part of the money paid 
him by Edward Kraus on Monday. He 
took his life in a peculiar manner, using 
his leather belt—a strap two or three feet 
long, and about one inch and a quarter 
wide. Passing tlie end of the strap through 
the buckle, he put the loop about bis neck 
and pulled it tight, then made a slit in the 
end of the strap, slipped it over the knob 
of the door, threw him self prostrate, and 
deliberately strangled to death. H e was 
lying so near the door that he was not seen 
by those looking through the transom into 
the room. The Coroner will hold an in ­ 
quest this evening. 


A V igorous R at. 
A few days ago, at the Crocker A rt Gal­ 
lery building, a peculiar noise was heard in 
a closet in the main hall where drawings, 
etc., are laid away, and on investigation it 
was found by Mr. Jackson that a rat had 
been doing some determined work to gel 
out. The door of the closet has orna­ 
mental panels of zinc, about three-eighths 
of an inch in thickness, arranged in hand­ 
some little figures, or lacework. The rat 
had evidently sampled the door at various 
places, and finally found one where the 
zinc could be operated upon successfully- 
with his teeth. The marks of the latter in 
the metal are as clearly defined as though a 
mechanic had used a steel tool. 
He was a 
cunning old rat, too, for, after nibbling 
through two of the strips of zinc—about 
half an inch in w idth—holding a center 
piece in place, and finding that the center 
still remained fast, supported by a third 
piece, he gnawed that away too, and 
escaped. His love of adventure or desire 
to find food caused him to return to the 
closet on a day after his work had been de­ 
tected, and he was found in the forbidden 
premises and killed. It was unfortunate 
that he was not captured alive, as a sm art 
rat like him , capable of eating through 
zinc of such thickness, would have been 
worthy of a place in the museum !

T h e P u r e W in e Law.—The San Fran­ 
cisco F'.ft of last evening says: Professor 
Rising, the State Analyst, is engaged in de­ 
termining the purity of wines preparatory 
to their being placed on the market with 
the pure wine stamp affixed. Many wine­ 
makers thoughout the State have in their 
cellars a quantity of two, three and four- 
year-old wine, which they desire to sell 
under the guarantee that the stamp will 
give. Those who wish to have their wines 
examined for adulterations can forward 
samples to the Viticultural Commission, 
and the Chief Executive Officer will make 
a requisition on the analyst for the work. 
By the provision of the Act of the Legis­ 
lature only twelve days remain in which 
adulterated wine may be legitimately sold. 
The stamps are being printed in th isc ity 
under direction of Controller D unn. 
A 
circular is soon to bo published by the Vit­ 
icultor al Commission containing the text 
of the law and the interpretation of certain 
ambiguous and obscure points, and also 
giving instructions as to the cost and issu­ 
ing of the stamps. 


A Noxious Yink P est.—A grayish Urown 
bug, known as the false chinch bug, has 
made its appearance in many wine-growing 
sections. The pest attacks the leaves of the 
vines, ani. unless cheeked will do consider­ 
able damage. Chief Viticultural Officer 
W heeier recommends that the infected 
vines be sprayed with a wash m a te by 
mixing one pound of Paris green with 200 
gallons of water.

C a lifo rn ia a n d O reg o n K a ilro a d . 
The California and Oregon Railroad is 
rapidly nearing completion. 
There are 
¡rumens- numbers of men engaged in the 
work. The present terminus of the road 
at Hornbrook will be abandoned in a few 
days for Coles, a new station sixteen miles 
further on. The construction of the road 
through the Siskiyous is both expensive 
and difficult. 
From Hornbrook to Coles, 
in the Cottonwood valley, the distance by 
stage is only nine m iles; by ra l it will he 
alm ost sixteen. Near Ba ley hill there is 
an exceedingly deei*. though narrow can­ 
yon, the approaches to which hav • made 
nicessary an 
extraordinarily larte cut. 
Tais canvon is crossed b,- a tr. stle br idge, 
the abutments to which are the m st ex­ 
tensive of their kind ever built in America. 
From Coles the line follows (he Cotton wont 
creek through the Siskiyou canyon to 
Upper Coles, to which point it is 'gril led. 
An immense sweep takes the line to the 
other side of lire valley, up the hill to the 
large tunnel, and on this section of the 
road the graders are now at work. There 
are fully 5,000 workmen distributed through 
the different camps. An immense gang is 
now at work excavating n hill close to the 
entrance to the big tunnel, where a gigantic 
blast was exploded on Friday last. Three 
immense holes were dug in the center of 
the ridge, into which 1,000 pounds of giant 
powder 
were placed. 
The concussion 
which followed was tremendous, the report 
being like a thunder-clap. The big tunnel 
is now very nearly completed, but another 
large one remains to be commenced. From 
the sum m it to Ashland by stage road is 
some fourteen miles, but so sleep is the 
grade that the track, when completed, will 
be twenty-six mllps in length, m aking two 
enormous loops, in order to secure a uni­ 
form grade. 
Ever since the inauguration 
of the new time-table the through (rave! on 
tire road has increased, a l ’ullman car full 
of passengers invariably traveling each way 
daily.
